Cases  of 
Puerperal  fovor  are  received  by  tho  North  Staffs  Royal  Infirmary 
and  provision  for  epociu  list  and  hospital  services  is  made  for  them 
under  the  County  Council  scheme. 

Provision  may  also  be  made  by  the  County  Council  for  certain 
maternity  cases  to  bo  recoived  into  IAidon  Grange  Maternity  Hospital 
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North  Staffordshire  Royal  Infirmary  providos  all  other  forms 
of  treatment  and  is  subscribed  to  by  voluntary  contributors  and  a 
general  ccia^y.ibutors  and  a general  contributory  scheme  from 
residents  in  the  district. 

Midwifery  Sorvicei • 

A maternity  nurse  appointee  by  the  County  Council  provides 
domioiliary  service  in  the  district,  under  the  County  Coun  il  scheme 
(Midwives  Act  1936)  She  resides  within  the  district  of  Alsager,
